Work on this river wall Is expected 
to he completed In another six months 
I and it is predicted th ai that section of 
Morrisville which suffered so severely 
during the flood several years ago will 
have no recurrence of it. 
Work on the dyke was started June 
2, 1937, and it was expected to have the 
work completed within a year, but sev­ 
eral unavoidable delays held up the 
job. The preliminary survey was made 
in 1930 after Assemblyman Thomas B. 
Stockham, of this place, had a bill 
.in poi t 1 * J '1'!! nut, passe(i jn the State Legislature provid­ 
ing for the improvement 
The hill also 
called for $110,000 of State funds for 
the job, and then a WPA g rant of 
$212,000 was secured for the labor. 
Tho wall is 32.5 feet above sea It*vel 
and 3,905 feet long. 
Its base is con­ 
crete with the rip-rap wall built of 18- 
inch a r g a ile stone, each placed on 
end. About 13,000 tons of stone, 40,000 
yards of dirt for the bank and 5,000 
yards of concrete are being used in the 
dyke. 
Work is provided for 250 men
